5 85 oe to ſend the DER Pf A poltles 
do proclaim the glad tidings of 
his kingdom, among his other 
9 inſtructions on this occaſion, 
preſcribes to them, in the firſt place, the 
exact limits of their commiſſion ; and com- 
mands them, in the courle of their teaching, 
neither to go into the way of the Gentiles, nor 
into any city of the Samaritans, but to go rather 
to the Iſraelites, who had been the ancient 
people of God, and whole forlorn condition 
at this time fitted them in a peculiar: manner 
for the reception of ſo ſalutary a favour. 
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What our Lord was pleaſed this to Jeclaje 


concerning the objects of the Apoſtles miniſtry, 


he afterwards, on another occaſion, declared : 
concerning the objects of his own. A Ca- 


naanitiſſi woman, by religion a Heathen, en- 


deavoured to move his compaſſion in behalf 


of her daughter, who was grievouſly vexed with 
aà devil, In anſwer to her requeſt he tells her, 


it was not meet to take the bread of the children. 
and to caſt it to the dogs. And when.the : diſciples,. 
uneaſy at the woman's importunity,, beſought 


him to diſmifs her, he ſays to then I in expreſs: 


words, that he was not ſent but uno the loſt 
ſheep. of the houſe of Tfrael. * Accordin gly we 
find in fact, that neither our Lord. himſelf, nor 
the Apoſtles, during his continuance upon earth, 
ſo much as once made the offer of the Goſpel. 
to the Gentiles, but induſtrioufſy confined their 
miniſtry to their own nation, and preached the 
word to none but unto the Fews only T. . 
What ſhall: we fay-to theſe things? If the: 
religion of Jeſus be an univerſal one, and in- 
tended by its author for the religion of man- 


kind; if one prineipal deſign of this religion 


were to eas down- the wall Y partition I

tions ſo penurioufly, but forbad his diſciples 


alſo to enlarge their commiſſion beyond the 


limits of Judza? We have the authority of 


Chriſt himſelf to prove that he came into the 


world, that al men through him might be 
ſaved - + But may we not here apply the 
words of St. Paul, and aſk, How ſhall men 
be faved by him, in whom they have not be- 


lieved ? And how ſhall they believe in him, of 


whom they have not heard? And' how ſhall 


they Bear without a preacher | ? And bow ſhall 


_ they preach, except they be ſent? 8 Beſides, 
how are we to accommodate the command of 
Chriſt in the text to the practice of the 


Apoſtles, after our Lord's reſurrection ? who, 


then at leaſt, were no tonger ignorant of the 
purpoſe of God 'to call. the Gentiles, to be 
his people under the Meſſiah. in common. with 
the Jews; and therefore preached and pub-

At the concluſion of St. Nitehiow s Goſ- 
pel we read, that our Saviour, when he gave 
his laſt inſtructions to the diſciples, delivered 
them their commiſſion. in the following 
words: All power is given unto me in heaven 
and earth; go ye, | therefore, and teach All 
Nations. + St. Mark relates the matter thus: 
Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
| Goſpel to Every Creature. . What. the ex- 


preſſions of Teaching All Nations, and of preach- 


ing the Goſpel to Every Creature, import, 


St. Luke informs us, by faying, that Re- 


' pentance and Remiſion of Sins ſhould. be 


preached, in the name of Chriſt,, among All Na 
tions, beginning at Feruſalem. ; But here we 
are on a ſudden * W and aſſured,

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; with an air of authority, that by All Nations 
in theſe places no more is meant than he Jews 5 
diſperſed in all nations; and that to underſtand 
the words in any other ſenſe would be incon- 

ſiſtent with the declarations and the practice of 
Jeſus. Let us conſider the force of this expo- 
ſition. What we tranſlate in St. Matthew 
and St. Luke all. Nations, had better have been 
rendered a/l the Heathen, or all the Gentzles, as 
the original word is rendered in the text, and 
in many other places of the New Teſtament. 
Thus St. Paul calls himſelf the Apoſtle of the 
Gentiles, * and ſpeaks of his having received 
grace and apoſileſhip, that is, the favour or ho- 
nour of being an Apoſtle, for obedience to the 
Faith among all the Gentiles, although here 
again our tranſlators have it among all nations. + 
There are ſeveral paſſages, where the ſenſe is 
manifeſtly injured for want of conſtantly ad- 
| hering to this original meaning of the word. 
In the 14th chapter of the Acts, we read, that 
= St. Paul preaching to the Lyſtrians told them, 

4 & that God in times paſt, ſuffered all nations to 

18 wall in a their o ec + What? when we 

know 
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know that he gave 1ſrael a law, * and guided 


the Jews by a particular and extraordinary pro- 


vidence, But now tranſlate the words thus, 
Who in times paſt ſuffered all the Heathen, or 
all the Gentiles, to walk in their own Ways, 
and they bear a ſenſe exactly ſuited to the 
truth of things, and to the Apoſtle's argu- 
ment; which is to ſhew theſe Gentiles ef 
Lyſtra, that God had formerly left the Hea- 
then World without any other aſſiſtance than 


the light of nature, but that now he had 


opened the door of Faith + to them, and to 


the Gentiles as well as to the Jews had granted 


2 repentance unto life. . 


But we have other ſtill Plainer e declarations 


of our Saviour's intentions in this important 
point, which put the matter beyond the poſ- 
ſibility of doubt. In the oth chapter of 


St. John, he tells the Jews he had other /beep, 


not of their fold; them alſo he muſt bring, and 
| they ſhall bear his voice, and there ſhall be one 
fold and one ſhepherd & In another place, 
inſtead of deſcribing himſelf as the Saviour of. 
the Iſraelites only, he informs the Jews that 
the kingdom of God ſhould be taken from them, 
| B 55 and 
pf. Ixxvili, 5. + Acts aive 25. f Ads xi. 18. 6 John x. 16. 
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ind given to a nation bringing forth the fruits 
thereof; * and that many ſhould come from the 


eaſt and from the weſt, and fit down with Abra- 


ham, Iſaac, and Jacob, in tbe kingdom of God, but 
that themſelves, who were the children of the 
kingdom, ſhould be caſt out into outer dark- 
neſs. + We have ſeveral intimations of the 
ſame kind delivered alſo in his Parables: From 
all which it appears, that one half of the ob- 
jection, mentioned above, is done away at once, 
and that, whatever be ſaid of the Practice of 
Jeſus, the calling of the Gentiles was not 
inconſiſtent with his Declarations. 

And here the former difficulty meets us 
again; and we are apt to wonder, if it always 
was the purpoſe of God to take the Gentiles 
for his people under the Meſſiah, why the 
Meſſiah himſelf did not expreſsly fignify as 
much to his Apoſtles, when he' ſent them to 
preach the Goſpel to all the nations. This is 
by much the hardeſt as well as the moſt im- 


portant part of our enquiry : and yet a little 


confideration on the reaſons of our Lord's 
conduct in directing this event will ſhew it 


Matt. oxi. 43. + Matt. viii. 11, 12. 
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: to be wholly admirable, and in every reſpect 
worthy the infinite wifdom of its author. 


The Jewiſh diſpenſation, though confeſſedly 


derived from an higher authority than human, 
being all along intended to give way, in the 
fullneſs of time, to another more complete 


diſcovery of God's will, to which it was pre- 
vious: and preparatory ; it was neceſſary that 
Chriſtianity, which ſucceeded Judaiſm, ſhould 
not only be able to eſtabliſh its claim to a 
ſupernatural revelation by the purity of its 
Doctrines and the ſplendour of its Miracles, 


but allo from the teſtimony obtained from the 


Prophecies in the Jewiſh Scriptures, which 


foretold ſuch a change in the divine economy, | 


and deſcribed the new and future religion by 
ſuch notes and characters as were ſeen evi- 


dently to belong to the Chriſtian. But as it 


would have been to no purpoſe to have urged 
this kind of proof to the Gentiles, who were 
ignorant of the prophetic writings, and who 


knew nothing of the Meſſiah but what they had 
learnt from the men of that nation, from whom 
\ Chriſt and his doctrine ſprung ; on this ac- 


count it became farther neceſſary, that the 
offer of the Goſpel ſhould be jir/t made to the 


B 2 1 Jews, 
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Fews, * and afterwards through their hands 


be delivered to the Gentiles. There was 


another reaſon, which ſerved yet more to ſhew 
the expediency of this method of procedure. 
The Jews had hitherto been the only people, 
to whom God had vouchſafed the knowledge 


of his will, and from whom, it was allowed 


by all, that Chriſt, according to the fleſh, 


was to come. It was but reafonable then, 
that that people, who had already been fa- 


voured with one revelation from God, and 


who were the depoſitaries of thoſe ſacred 


oracles, in which the rudiments of the new 


diſpenſation were contained, ſhould be the 
firſt to whom this new diſpenſation was en- 


truſted. In this ſenſe St. Paul tells us, that 


Jeſus Chriſt was a miniſter of the CIRkcuu- 


 C1SION, for the TRUTH of God, to confirm. 
the promiſes made to the Fathers; and that the 
GENTILEsS might glorify God for his Merey. + 


God had, from the firſt calling of Abraham, 
been in covenant with the Jews, and the pro- 
miſed Redeemer was clearly foretold to pro- 
ceed from one of their nation: his Truth, 
1 8 Was engaged in ſending Chriſt to 

them;

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hs ; who muſt all, a ne conſent, have 
rejected him, had he made the firſt offers of 
falvation to thoſe of the un- circumciſion. 


The Gentiles had never yet been conſidered 


by God as members of his kingdom; he had 
never bound himſelf by any promiſe to them: 
and therefore it was pure Grace and Mercy, 
that he condeſcended to look upon them as 
objects of his favour, and to take them, 
however late, into his Church and Family. 
From all theſe circumſtances laid together it 


follows, that our Lord could not have proved 


himſelf to be'that Prophet who was to come, 
had he not firſt opened his commiſſion to the 
| Houſe of Iſrael; that e promiſes made to the 
Fathers, to Abraham, Iſaac and Jacob, could 
not have been confirmed, * had not the Goipel 
been offered 70 the Few firſt, and afterwards 
to the Greek, + and that the order of God's 
whole diſpenſation to mankind required, in 
the words of St. Luke, that Repentance and 
Rem! ion of Sins ſhould be þreacy. in the name 
of Chriit among all the nations, BoINNIXG 
AT r JERUSALEM. 4 3

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But the time was now at hand, in 7 


the deſcent of that Spirit, who e office it was 
to guide the Apoſtles into all truth, * was to 
illuminate their minds with brighter and more 


enlarged diſcoveries of the will of heaven: 
And by attending to the laſt promiſe of Chriſt, 


which he made to his diſciples. immediately 


before his aſcenſion, and to the order in which 


he there predicts the Goſpel ſhould be pro- 
mulged, we ſhall be able to ſee more clearly 
the wiſdom of Providence in the conduct of 


this great event, and by what juſt and equal 


degrees the prejudices of the Apoſtles were 
weakened and diſpelled. 
The words of Chriſt are theſe: Ye faul 


receive power, after that the Holy Ghoſt is 


come upon you; and ye ſhall be witneſſes unto 


me, both in JERUSALEM, and in JUDAA, and 


in SAMARIA, and UNTO THE UT TERMOST 
PART OF THE EARTH. ＋ 


The firſt place where the diſciples were to 
bear witneſs to the truth of their Maſter's re- 


ligion, is ſaid to be JERUSALEM. And agree- 
ably to this we find, in the Acts of the Apoſ- 
tles, the firſt Chriſtian Church eſtabliſhed 
here. 
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here. At this period the number of believers 


was but ſmall, their names rogetber amounting 
only to about one hundred and twenty. * Upon 
the effuſion of the Holy Ghoſt on the day 


of Pentecoſt, there were added unto them about 


three thouſand fouls : + the next increaſe was 


to five thouſand, + and believers were ſtill 
added to the Lord, multitudes both of men and 


women. | Such was the condition of the 


Church in its infant ſtate, and while it was 


yet confined within the limits of the fingle 
city of Jeruſalem, which in a little time was 
to become the mother of us all; & narrow in 


extent, and poor in numbers, but dilated and 
enlarged with the fpirit of faith and charity, 
rich and abounding in every good word and 


work. 

But the martyrdom of Stephen, and the 
perſecution which followed, ſoon drove the 
greater part of the diſciples from Jerulalem, 
and was the occaſion of ſcattering them, agree- 


ably to the order predicted by Chriſt, into the 


neighbouring regions of JuDKA. J At this 
time, we are to obſerve, the diſciples were, to 
a man,

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a ad ſtrongly perſuaded, that the bleſſings 


of the Meſhah were to be confined entirely to 
themſelves: all nations but their own were 
conſidered as aliens from God; and it was ac- 
counted an unlawful thing for a man that was, 
a Jeu to keep company or to come unto one of. 
another nation. * It is probable, during our 


Saviour's abode on earth, ſuch a perſuaſion as. 


this was the only thing that could have kept 
his followers attached to his ſervice; and 
even after his aſcenſion, ſo long as they con- 


tinued under the influence of this prejudice, they 


would naturally be led to try all methods of 


converting a people, who had been ſo ſignally 


marked out as the only favourites of heaven, and 


with whom their whole labour was ſuppoſed 
to begin and end. And for this reaſon we 


find that, in the courſe of their miniſtry, 
they all religiouſly confined themſelves to their 
brethren of the diſperſion, and, as is particu- 


larly remarked by the Hiſtorian, preached tbe 


word to none but unto the Fews only. + 
It fortuned, that, amongſt other places 
whither the fury of the preſent diſtreſs had 
driven them, __ actuated by a divine 
| impulſe,

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impelle went down to SAM ARIA; * the Wü 
bitants of which, though peculiarly the object 
of hatred to the Jews, were yet better prepared 
for the reception of the Goſpel than the gene- 
rality of the Gentiles; as they allowed the | | 
truth and authenticity of the Law of Moſes, 
and many of them had probably been perſonal- 
ly prefent with Chriſt whilſt living in the | 
fleſh. © Matter of fact confirmed this reaſoning. | 
Many converts were added to the Church, 7 
in conſequence of Philip s preaching and 
miracles; and two Apoſtles, Peter and John, 
being ſent to his aſſiſtance, through their 
prayers the extraordinary powers, granted to | 
believers among their own nation, were imm Ry 
parted alſo to the Samaritans. As it now. ap- | 
peared, that this deteſted people was thought 
not unworthy, in the impartial judgment of 
heaven, to be admitred to equal privileges bt 
under the Goſpel with the Jews; their pre- | 
judices againſt each other ſubſided by degrees, | 
and at length vaniſhed: And when once the 
Jews could be taught to regard the Samaritans 
with an eye of favour, it was but an eaſy ſtep 
to bare of their ill opinion towards the G Gew - 
C | TILES;

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family, till God had given to then 


TILES ; whole reformation, according to the 
plan concerted by Providence, was to be at- 
tempted next. 

For now it was, when the fall harveſt of 
the Iſraelites was gathered in, and the churches 


in Judza and Samaria were at reſt from per- 
ſecution, * that Peter, who had already laid 


the firſt foundation of the Chriſtian church 
among the Jews, was: taught, by an expreſs 
revelation, that the diſtinction between them 
and the Gentiles was ſtraightway to be abo- 


liſhed; and was ordered to begin the work of 
converting the Heathen World by offering the 


promiſes of God in Chriſt to the Gentile 
Centurion Cornelius. + When the Apoſtles and 
brethren that were in Judæa ꝓ heard what Peter, 


in conſequence of this direction, had done, 


they. were offended, and demanded from him 
an account of his conduct: But when they 


learnt that the part he had acted was all in 
obedience to an heavenly viſion, and that he 


had not preſumed to baptize Cornelius or his 
the ſame 


Lift of the Holy Ghoſt that had been conferred 
on the Jews, they held their Peace, and glorified

human infirmity and ſurprize, Then hath God 

alſo to the Gentiles granted repentance unto life v. 
But the weakneſs and inability of theſe firft 

propagators of the Chriſtian religion would 


but ill have ſerved, in the then ſtate of things, 


to have brought this great defign, of calling 
the Gentiles into the Church,. to its comple- 


tion; and 4 much abler conductor than had 


yet appeared was neceflary, in order to put a 
final period to the peculiarities of the Moſaie 
conſtitution. In theſe circumſtances it was, 
that Paul was miraculouſly ſingled out by Pro- 


vidence to be the Apoſtle of the Gentiles ; 


whoſe fuperior learning and abilities rendered 


him a much fitter perſon to direct this work 


than the reſt of the diſciples. By him 7he 
preaching of the Goſpel was fully knoten 
and the laſt promiſe of Jefus was verified, 
in carrying his name to every creature under 
Heaven, I and UNTO THE UTTERMOST PART 
or THE EARTH: 5 And that myſtery of God 


Was publiſhed, which in other ages was not 


made known unto the ſons of men, as it is note

| 1 unto bis holy Abella, and Prophers 
by the Spirit, That the Gentiles ſhoulll' be fel 
low-heirs with the Jews, and of the ſame body, 
and partakers of his promiſe in Cory iſt by the 
 Goſpel®. 
In this wiſe e the whole counſel of 
0 God was declared Þ to. the world, and thus gra- 
dually unfolded to the Apoſtles, till their pre- 
judices. were all removed. by degrees, and their 
minds prepared to admit it in its full ſplen- 
dour. It were eaſy, and would be no unpro- 
fitable employment, to purſue this intereſting 
hiſtory ſtill further; to trace the fortunes. of 
the Chriſtian Church. in a regular ſeries of 
great events, through. its ſhifting ſcenes of al 
ternate ſuffering and ſucceſs, from the Apoſtolic 
age down to the preſent times: Now labour- 
ing under external maladies, and bending 
under the preſſure of perſecution from Pagan 
Emperors; then, ſcarcely emerging from theſe, 
infected with dangerous hereſies, and ſinking 
under the power of internal corruptions:. op- 
poſed in the Eaſt by the imꝑoſture of Mahomet; 
enſlaved in the Weſt by the tyranny of Anti- 
chriſtian Rome: overwhelmed during a long 
oh: | ni ht 
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aich of ignorance in the gloom of monkiſh 
ſuperſtition; then burſting into open day, 
and reſuming its native purity and luſtre, 
at the æra of the Reformation. If from this 


auſpicious period we deſcended to later times, 
we ſhould find that, in proportion as ſober 


learning and rational criticiſm have been 


knowledge have regularly followed, as well by 


illuſtrating the proofs and evincing the ne- 


ceſſity of divine revelation, as by diffuſing its 


ſaving graces to. others, who, abandoned to 


fimpte nature, had been left without mercy 
and without” God in the world. * Much, no 


doubt, yet remains to be done, before a work 


ſo multiform and important can arrive at its 


perfection. But we think we have ſufficient 
authority from our inſpired oracles to conclude, 


that there will be a time, how far diftant 
ſoever the day be at preſent, in which the 
religion. of Jeſus ſhall extend itſelf to the re- 


moteſt corners of the globe; when darkneſs 


ſhall no more cover the earth, and groſs - dark- 


neſs the people; + when the Jews ſhall once 


more turn themſelves to the Lord, þ and the

fucceſsfully cultivated, advances. in religious

"Is afſiſt i in carrying on a work of ſuch ex- 
alted charity, to promote the purpoſes of 
the Almighty Father in diſſeminating the 
Goſpel of his Son, is the profeſſed defign of 
this Venerable Society. Nor have we any 
cauſe to complain, that its /abours have been in 
vain in the Lord; + whether thoſe labours have 
been directed to that which is the primary end 
of its inſtitution, the maintaining of a Public 
Religion among the natural ſubjects of Great 
Britain in our Colonies; or, what may be 
called its ſecondary object, the converſion of 
Heathens, Indians and Africans. With re- 
ſpect to that part of the Society's care, which 
relates to the ſupport of Miſſions and Schools 
in the Britiſh Colonies, much of i it has been 
unavoidably leſſened by a well. known event. 
But this circumſtance hath furniſhed us with 
the moſt deciſive evidence of the utility of our 
undertaking; the Repreſentatives of the Pro- 
OT en ee .

To fuch ſolicitations the Society has not 
| _ inattehtive: Nor ought we to omit to 
mention here, that what had long been the 
greateſt obſtacle to our deſigns, the want of a 
Reſident Biſhop, for the purpoſes of ordaining 
and confirming, has been lately removed by 
his preſent Majeſty; who, always ready to 
promote whatever may contribute to the ſup- 
port of Religion, and particularly of that 
form of it which obtains in the Church of 
England, hath eſtabliſhed an Epiſcopate in 
one of our Colonies : from which, and from 
the prudence and: diligence of the Pretate ap- 
pointed to preſide there, we have reaſon to 
expect the moſt laſting benefits, and an in- 
ereaſing acceſſion to the intereſts of Reformed 
Religion throughout our American dominions. 
If now we turn from the principal object 
of our inſtitution, the providing of a ſtanding, 
Miniſtry in the Britiſh factories, to that which 
18 ſubordinate, the converſion of Heathens to 
the faith of Chriſt; the endeavours of the 
Society will be found at leaſt to merit eſteem, 
though they have not always been followed 
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for the Propagation of the Goſpel. XXV 
by the deſired ſucceſs. The Heathens, with * 
whom we have any concern, are of two ſorts, 
Indians and Africans. Thoſe of the former 
claſs, whether living in our plantations, or 
bordering on our ſettlements, are uniformly 
deſcribed to us in ſo uncivilized a ſtate, as to 
be generally inſuſceptible of religious impreſ- 
ſions; impatient of any ſettled habitations, 
engaged in frequent wars with one another, 
ignorant of the ideas of morality, and ſtran- 
gers to the common duties and even decencies 
of behaviour. Notwithſtanding theſe diſ- 
couragements, the Society has ſeveral times 
attempted to introduce the knowledge of het- & 
ter things among them: And yet, after all | 
our care, little hath been done, and within | 
a ſhort time moſt of them have relapſed into 1 
their original barbariſin. The truth of the 
caſe needs not to be diſſembled: The doctrines 
and precepts of Chriſtianity, though calcu- 
lated for general benefit, and plain enough to 
be underſtood by ordinary capacities, are yet 
too ſublime and ſpiritual for a Savage to ap- 
prehend ; and to make, a man a Chriſtian, it 
is neceſſary firſt of all to make him, if you 
pleaſe, a reaſonable creature. Before then we 
attempt to ſubmit the manners of a barba- 
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rous capa to the reſtraints of Religion, we 
ſhould firſt addreſs ourſelves to inſtruct them 
in the arts of life: Nor is any conſiderable 
advantage to be expected from Miſſions of this 
14 until, as a great writer expreſſes 

the two projects of . and Javing 
” be joined in one.” * 

The other branch-.of Heathens, whom the 
Society hath taken under its protection, are 


the Negroes, who, by a commerce diſgraceful to 


the human ſpecies, are yearly tranſported in vaſt 
multitudes from the continent of Africa, and 
reduced to an ignominious ſervitude for the 


| ſupply of the European Colonies in America 


and the Weſt Indies. And here a different 
relation is to be given of theſe: unfortunate 
creatures to that which we have juſt reported. 
of the native Indians; many of them, in the 
practice of the manual arts, diſcovering the 
molt evident ſymptoms of dexterity and acute- 
neſs ; and on that account being always rated 
as a more valuable ſpecies of property, when 
bartered away from one maſter to another. 


Of theſe Negroes a certain number, together 


with the plas tations to which they are attached,

account, a very important uſe, hath been, and

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will concur with the deſigns of this Society i in 
miniſtring to the ſpiritual neceſſities of this un- 
happy part of our ſpecies; allowing them time 
for receiving the inſtruction, which our Miſ- 
ſionaries and Catechiſts are impowered to afford 
them, at leaſt not forbidding them to attend to 
it; and renouncing that ſyſtem, as falſe as it is 
inhuman, of detaining them in ignorance of . 
themſelves and their condition, and defrauding 3 
them of the means and hopes of ſalvation, leſt 
a greater degree of knowledge ſhould unfit 
them for labour, and render them leſs uſeful 
in promoting the intereſts of their owners. 
But a more enlarged and generous policy 
ſeems at preſent to prevail; and the genius of 
_ Chriſtian Charity, ever intent and vigilant in 
its endeavours to augment the general hap- 
pineſs, is already active in proſecuting the 
ſcheme, not ſimply of reſtricting, but of abo- 
liſhing a commerce, which, however protected 
by cuſtom and ſanctioned by law, is not, I fear, 
in its origin to be defended on the rigid prin- 
ciples of natural juſtice, and is too often ac- 
companied in its progreſs with the violation of 
the moſt eſſential duties of morality. A defign 
of this ſort, on being firſt preſented to the 
under -

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underſtanding, can hardly fail of being gene- 
rally approved : even thoſe who think they ſee 
objections to it, or ſuſpect that on a nearer 


contemplation inextricable difficulties may at- 
tend it in the execution, muſt yet commend the 


philanthropy that gave birth to it : it is only to 
be lamented, that a cauſe ſo good in itſelf, and 
dictated by ſuch pure motives of benevolence, 


ſhould ſuffer by any indiſcretions of its friends, 


or be ſupported by arguments, not always ſe- 


lected with judgment, or which will abide the 
trial of fair examination. That the ſpirit of the 
Goſpel is /avourable to domeſtic, as well as to 
civil and religious liberty, no. ſober believer 
will deny ; but that Chriſtianity and Slavery 
are incompatible, and cannot ſubſiſt together, 


warrant us to affirm. St. Paul, it ſhould ſeem, 


entertained a very different opinion; who 


having, during his confinement at Rome, ac- 
cidentally met with Oneſimus, a fugitive ſlave 


of Philemon, whom alſo he had robbed, 
had the good fortune, not only to effect a 


reformation in the life of this unhappy 
perſon, but alſo to convert him to the

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A SERMON before the Society 


Apoſtle was ſo far from conſidering as an 


extinction of the ſervice due from Oneſimus 
to his former owner, that he ſent him back 
again to Philemon, with a promiſe of being 
himſelf reſponſible for whatever loſs the maſter 
had incurred through the diſhoneſty of his 
ſlave. * The ſame Apoſtle, in many of his 
Epiſtles, is particularly careful to | exhort 
Chriſtian Servants, or Slaves, to count their 


own maſters worthy of all honour, and to be 


obedient 70 them in all tbings 3 not awith eye- 


ſervice, at men- pleaſers, but as being the ſer- 


wants of Chrift ; with good will doing ſervice, 


as to the Lord, and not to men; Þ and, to give 


the greater force to his admonitions, he uſually 
concludes them with ſome ſuch expreſſion as 
this, That the name of God and of his doctrine 


may not be blaſphemed; { as if the credit of 
_ Chriſtianity were concerned in refuting the 


notion, that the goſpel of Chriſt made any 
alteration in mens relative or domeſtic duties : 

And on another occaſion he lays it down as a 
general rule to be obſerved by all converts, 
hat every man ſhould abide in the ſame calling 


a doherein

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wherein be was called; * that is, whether he 
were in a ſtate of ſlavery or in a ſtate of liberty, 


not to think that in either caſe his condition was 
affected by his religion. The Laws, by which 


Slavery was then authorized, it ſhould be re- 
membered, were the Roman ; many of them 
oppreſſive in the extreme, and all calculated 
to confer an exorbitant power on the maſter, 
and to exact the moſt unlimited ſubjection 
from the ſlave. I ſuppoſe that the very worſt 


and moſt arbitrary ſyſtem of domeſtic ſesvi- 


tude, that ever was practiſed in any one of the 


European Colonies, has never exceeded, or even 
equalled, in ſeverity that eſtabliſhed by the 
Roman Code: Of the truth of this aſſertion 


the famous Senatus-conſultum Silanianum, men- 
tioned by Tacitus, + and ſtill extant in the 
Pandects of Juſtinian, I is at once a proof and 
an example. Notwithſtanding this, we find 
it no where declared in Scripture that the in- 
ſtitution of Slavery is unlawful; on the con- 

trary, the doctrine of the New Teſtament is 
plainly this, that the laws which then exiſted

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concerning it, however harſh and rigorous, 
were to be obeyed ; and ſo long as thoſe laws 
remained unabrogated, the dominion of the 
maſter continued abſolute as before, and to 
his commands was due from the flave the moſt 
entire and unreſerved ſubmiſſion. The apph- 


cation is obvious. Though it be true in 


theory, that the mild temper of Chriſtianity 
is little ſuited to domeſtic Slavery, and though 
it be true in fact, that in proportion as Chrif- 


tianity has prevailed, Slavery has declined ; 


though the Laws, by which the practice is 
now regulated in the Weſt Indian iflands, be 
confeſſedly framed more with a view of con- 


ſulting the advantage of the maſter than the 


happineſs of the ſlave, and, on that account, 
may, many of them, require to be amended 


or repealed; yet, till ſuch amendment or re- 


peal be actually obtained, the permitting of 


Slavery in Chriſtian kingdoms is not repug- 


nant to the precepts of holy. Scripture; and to 
repreſent it as ſuch to a deluded public, is 
injuring the cauſe we mean to ſerve by an 


imprudent manner of defending it, and is 


both impolitic and unjuſt, What hopes of 


executing 


mY 
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executing the generous purpoſes of this So- 
ciety, to reclaim the Negroes imported into 
America from the vices and errors of Pagan- 
iſm, or how ſhall the perſons, employed by us 
with ſuch a view, gain an entrance into any 
plantation but our own; if the planters be 
once perſuaded, that the Baptiſm of a flave 
has the effect of a virtual Manumiſſion, and 
that the making of ſuch' a one a Chriſtian 1s 
an inſtant diſſolution of the bond between 
maſter and fervant? What dangers are not to 
be apprehended from the tumults and inſur- 
rections of flaves, were the notion once pre- 
valent among them, that they have the ſame 
unalienable right to liberty with their maſters, 
and are under no reſtraints either from re- 
ligion or juſtice to aſſert that liberty by what- 


ever means they can? But I forbear. The 


ſubject is already in other, and better, hands; 
by whom, we may be aſſured, the whole 
matter will be inveſtigated with all the dili- 
gence, and all the judgment, which its im- 
portance demands; and from the information 
to be gathered from their Report the Legiſla- 
ture will at length be enabled to adopt ſuch 
meaſures as to the public wiſdom ſhall ſeem

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meet: Let us raticntly wait the reſult of their 
deliberations ; let us cheerfully acquieſce in 
their deciſions: in perfect confidence that, under 


their auſpices, due regard will be paid to the 


rights of human nature, to the intereſts of 
the planter and of the flave, to the national 
commerce, and the national honour ; that the 


Laws concerning Slavery will be carefully re- 


viſed, and, where neceſſary, altered or an- 
nulled ; and that a preſent Mitigation of its 
horrors, both in the mode of conveying ſlaves 
from their native country and their uſage 


when brought into our own, being firſt ſe- 
cured, the way may gradually be prepared for 


its future and complete Abolition.

in viſiting the diſtant Harbours, the ſmallneſs of 
their ſalaries, and the. little aid they can expect:

Miſſionary at Har- 
bor Grace, in his annual account of his Miſ- 
ſion, has acquainted the Society, that he had 
viſited every ſmall Harbour. in that Bay, and 
been four times, according to his uſual cut-- 
1 tom, to the moſt populous places. The num 
1 ber of inhabitants in the Bay were the laſt 
year 1, 359 male, and 1,209 female children; 
1,799 men, and 349 women ſervants, and 570 
lodgers; 2,868 Papiſts; 3,990 Proteſtants.

The Rev. Mr. Clinch, of Trinity Bay, gives 


this account of his Miſſion: That the people

and enlarging their church. IIIneſs had pre- 
vented him from taking the exact number of 
inhabitants in the ſeveral Harbours, but the 
Notitia of Trinity is as follows : families in 
the Harbor 96; boys 136; girls 133; ſer- 
vants 460; Papiſts, including ſervants, 250 ;

At 
preſent, divine ſervice 1s performed in the 
Court Houle, a very decent place,. and the 


people conſtantly attend both morning and 


evening. He has requeſted ſome more bibles 


and prayer books and religious tracts, which 
the Society have granted him, together with a 


bible and prayer book and a ſurplice for the 
uſe of the Church. He lodges at Mr. Saun- 
ders's, the principal merchant in the place. 


Nova Scotia. 
Nor have the Society been leſs attentive te 
the Spiritual wants of the ſettlers in Nova 


Scotia, in which Province laſt year two Mil-

The Rev. Mr. Wiſwall, Miſſionary at Corn- 
Wallis and Wilmot, has, in his letter, ac- 
quainted the Society, that ſince they had con- 
ſented to allow a Catechiſt for the Townſhip 
of Wilmot, the people had expreſſed their 
grateful ſenſe of that favor by immediately 

_ purchaſing an acre of clear land for his uſe, 
and building upon it a Log-houſe, of 22 feet 
by 20, for a School and Chapel of Eaſe. That, 
Mr. William Cropley, an elderly man and ſuf- 

_ tering Loyaliſt, =; undertaken that charge, 
and opened his School on the iſt of Novem- 
ber, 1787, and that he reads to the people 
the Liturgy and ſuch Religious Tracts, as 
Mr. Wiſwall had put into his hands, on thoſe 
Sundays in which he is engaged in other parts 
of his Miſſion. Two hundred pounds has 
been allotted by Governor Parr out of the

Two letters have reached the Society from 
the Rev. Mr. Shreve, who went out laſt year 
to the new Miſſion of Parrſboro'. In the 
former of which he mentions his arrival at 
Halifax, after a tedious paſſage of eight weeks, 
and at his Miſſion in September laſt. He 
cannot yet get an exact account of the number 
of ſettlers, owing to their ſcattered ſituation, 
but conjectures that there may be above 100 
families. The pariſh being very extenſive, he 
divides his time, being every other Sunda 
from home; the one at Ratchford Harbour, 
12 miles to the weſtward; the other at Half- 
way River, 12 miles to the northward. Go- 
vernor Parr has allotted alſo 200 /. for a Church 
in that place, which was already begun, 40 
feet long, 27 wide, and 20 high, with a 
ſteeple 50 feet, to be placed near Partridge 
Iſland, the ſuppoſed centre of the pariſh, and 
where Mr. Shreve reſides. He found grcat 
advantage from the prayer-books given by the 
Society, and has requeſted a few more, together 
with ſome ſmall tracts, with which the Society 
have complied. 
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Mr. Bailey, at Annapolis, continues in the 
duties of his Miftion, in which nothing very 
material has occurred in the laſt year. He had 
baptiſed 40 infants, and buried 4. ; 
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Three letters have been received from Mr. 
Viets, Miffionary at Digby, in all of which

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he gives ample teſtimony to the induſtry and

The Society have ſuſtained a great Toſs by 
the death of their worthy Miſſionary, Mr, Biſ- 
ſet, of St. John's, which happened on the zd 
of March Jaſt. He is greatly and deſervedly 
lamented by his Congregation, who have ac- 
quainted the Society with this ſorrowful event 
in terms which manifeſt the higheſt regard 
and concern for him. They fay, that “with 
<« the keeneſt ſenſations of heartfelt grief, they 
«© undertake the. melancholy office of an- 
„ nouncing the death of their late Rector, 
the beloved Mr. Biſſet: and they are per- 
% ſuaded that no Church, or Community, 
Duin ſuffered a ſeyerer misfortune in the

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„ death of an Individual, than they expe- 
«© rjience from the loſs of this eminent ſer-— 


«© vant of Chriſt, this beſt and moſt amiable 


„ of men.” The Rev. Mr. Moore, of New 
York, was invited by the Congregation to 


ſupply his place, and there is no doubt but 


he would have been an equally acceptable Miſ- 
fionary, had it ſuited his convenience to have 


accepted the invitation. Upon his declining 
that offer, the Biſhop of Nova Scotia recom- 
mended Dr. Byles to the Society, and he has 
accordingly been appointed in Mr. Bifſet's 
room. 


Mr. Cooke has acquainted the Society in 


his annual letter, that after Mr. Biſtet's death, 


he went to St. John's and adminiſtered the 


Sacrament to above 40 Communicants, and 


baptiſed 9 children.

Mr. Beardſley, Miſſionary at Maugerville. 
From the former of which the Society are 
made acquainted, that he has performed even- 
ing ſervice on Sundays, when the weather 
would permit, to the Congregatien at Burton, 
| - | which lies on the oppoſite fide of the river 
St. John. This place, together with Lincoln, 
and a ſettlement 20 miles up the Oromocto 
river, (a principal branch ef St. John's, ) would 
ſhortly claim more of his ſervices: and in his 
ſecond letter it appears, that he had given a 
third part of his time to Burton, and twice 
viſited the Oromocto neighbourhood, where 
he had chriſtened a married woman, and 10 
infants. Governor Carleton has allotted 500. 
out of the Government grant, for building a 
Church at Maugerville, and another at Bur- 
ton, which were to be ſo contrived as to admit 
of future additions at one end. The former 
has been opened, and is eſteemed an elegant 
ſtructure: the dimenſions are 56 feet by 32. 
From the 26th of April to the 25th of Oc- 
tober, 1787, he had baptiſed 4 adults and 35 
Infants, and married 12 couple. The ſeaſon 
had been ſo healthy that there was not one 
death. In the ſacceeding half year he had 
| baptiſed 8 white adults and 28 infants ; 2 black 
adults, and 2 infants; and married 7 couple. 
He has requeſted ſome prayer books, and cate- 
chiſms, which the Society have ſent him, to-

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gether with a Quarto bible and prayer book 
for his Church. 


The other Miſſionaries in the Province con- 
tinue in the uſual diſcharge of their duty, 


without any conſiderable alteration in the ſtate 
of their Miſſions. 


Mr. Seovi: had ſcttled his family laſt June « 
in an houſe which he built himſelf. The fa- 
milies in his Miſſion. are about 220, his. 
Communicants 30. 


Mr Andrews's ſtate of health i is ſtill pre- 
carious. He thanks the Society for appoint- 
ing his ſon a Catechiſt in Charlotte County, 
| which enables him to relieve his worthy father 
from ſome part of his duty. A Church, 
52 feet by 40, built with the government 
allowance of 500 J. was opened on laſt St. An- 
drew's day, and named after that Apoſtle. It is 
52 feet by 40. A glebe-houſe alſo had been 
purchaſed with that money. From Midſum- 
mer 1787 to Midſummer 1788, he had bap- 
tiſed 70, and buried 3. 


Mr. Clarke had bas tized in the year, 1 
at Midſummer 589, 68 white and 2 black 
infants, and 2 adults 3 buried 5, married 35 
couple.

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Canada or Quebec. 


Several letters have been received from the 


Rev. Mr. Langhorne, who is now ſettled at his 
Miſſion at Erneſt and Frederickſburg, being 


the ſecond and third Townſhips near Cataraqui, 
where he does duty on Sundays alternately : 
but he has viſited, and baptiſed many children 
in ſeveral places that lie contiguous, and on 
the Apanee river. He reckons that he has 
1500 fouls under his care: that, he had bap- 
tiſed in his cure ſince the 5th of October, 


1787, 107 children and adults; married 14 
couple, and buried 1 corpſe. His Communi- 


cants as yet very few, being only 18. Cap- 


tain Hawley, of Erneſt Town, has written 


alſo to the Society to thank them for this 


attention to the ſpiritual wants of the poor 


people, whoſe endeavours, he aſſures them, 
will not be wanting to make the Miſſionary's 
ſituation as comfortable as circumſtances will 
admit of; but that at preſent they cannot 


do much, having not been able to build 


either parſonage or church. Mr. Lang- 
horne therefore boards in Captain Hawley's 
family. 5 5 


The Rev. Mr. Stuart, Miſſionary at Catara- 
qui, has acquainted the Society in his letter of 
the 2d of July, 1788, that he was then juſt 
returned from his long intended viſit to the 

Mohawks 
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Michawks on the Grand River above Rides, 
of which he gives the following. account: 

That, he embarked with Captain Brant, and 4. 
-other Mohawks, on the 27th of laſt ! May, and 
reached the dead of Lake Ontario in nine days, 
which is diſtant from Kingſton about 200 miles, 
from whence they proceeded on horſcback, 

avout 25 miles, to New Oſwego, where he was 
well received. On the Sunday following he 
preached, and adminiſtered the Sacrament, to 
163 baptiſed 65, 7 of whom were adults; 
and married 3 couple. This Mohawk village, 


he ſays, is pleaſantly ſituated on a fmall, but 


deep, river; the Church about 6o feet long 
and 45 broad, built with ſquared logs, and 
boarded and painted on the outſide, with an 
handſome ſteeple and bell, a pulpit, reading- 
deſk, and communion Able with convenient 


pews. The number of theſe Mohawks at the 


Grand River, or Oſwego, is as follows; men 
120, women 154, children 125. He was ac- 


companied in his return as far as Niagara 


(about 80 miles) by Captain Brant and 15 
other Mohawks, who earneſtly requeſted that 

he would viſit them as often as poſtible, which 
he promiſed to do. | 


Having been detained at Niagara for a paſ- 


ſage, he preached there to a crouded audience, 


and baptiſed 37 infants, which, with thoſe 
baptiſed 1 in private houſes during his ſtay there, 
| 11 amounted 
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8 to 72, of which 7 only were AY 
and he thinks a greater number remain unbap- 
tiſed, from the impoſſibility of collecting the 


children at ſuch diſtances, on ſo ſhort notice. 


On the day before his departure the Command- 
ing Officer and principal Inhabitants of the 


adjoining Settlement repreſented to him. their” 


want of a Clergyman, and their wiſhes,. that 


as ſome of them had been of his pariſh at 


Fort Hunter, he would ſettle among them, 


promiſing to make a liberal ſubſcription. But 
as Mr. Stuart could not give them any encou- 
ragement, he deſired them to look out for ſome 


other perſon, and he would recommend their 


caſe to the Society. 


He has ſent ſome of the new Indian prayer 


books, printed under the direction of the late 
worthy Colonel Claus, to the Mohawks at 


Quenti. He is ſorry to inform the Society that 
Mr. Vincent has diſcontinued his School, which, 


he fears, he ſhall not be able to AAA with wy 


other. 


The Rev. Mr. Doty, MiGonary at William 
Henry Town, (late Sorell) has repreſented 


the ſtate of his pariſh to be much the ſame as 


when he wrote laſt, there having been no con 
niderable addition of inhabitants. That, his 
people in general are obſervant of the ſacred 
Inſtitutions of the Church, and that their 


children 
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to be catechiſed. He has baptiſed 12, and has 
61 Communicants. He mentions a number 


of Germans, who underſtand not the Engliſh 


language, (chiefly the remains of the troops 


lately in that country) having formed them- - 


ſelves into a diſtinct congregation at Montreal, 
and by the Governor's permiſſion aſſemble on 


Sundays in the Court Houſe, where Mr. John 


Auguſtus Schmidt reads the Scriptures to 


them, and aſſiſts them in ſinging in their own 


language, He is alſo their School-maſter, and 
inſtructs the children in the principles of the 


Proteſtant Faith. The number of theſe is, 


113 men, 12 women, and 33 children. Tho 
they are, for the moſt part, very poor, yet 
they allow Mr. Schmidt 401. a year, Halifax 
currency, for his ſervices. Upon hearing this, 
Mr. Doty ſent them one of the German 
prayer books which he had from the Society ; 
and in about ten or twelve days they ſent 
Mr. Schmidt, with two others, to requeſt 
more, as they had unanimouſly determined to 
conform to it. Mr. Doty gave them ſeven, 
almoſt the whole of what remained, and pro- 
miſed to repreſent their caſe to the Society, 
who have ordered them a larger ſupply.

had applied to the Aſſembly in New Provi- 
dence for ſome aid, who immediately allowed. 


them 32 guineas for that purpoſe. He com- 
plains of the great ignorance and idleneſs of 


the children, bred up without inſtruction for 


want of a ſchool. The Society would be very 
ready to remedy that miſchief if Mr. Robert- 
fon. can find a proper perſon to teach them; 
2nd till he can, he has had permiſſion to under-- 
take it himſelf, as far as his other miniſterial 


engagements will admit of it. He had made 
three viſits to Eleuthera in the courſe of the 
Summer: In April laſt: he had viſited every 
family on that ifland, and found. them very 


ignorant of religion, and very poor in circum- 
ftances. They had very few bibles-and prayer- 
books among them. In. his. ſecond viſit in: 
June they ſeemed more anxious to have their 


children baptiſed, and. behaved very att 
during Divine Service.

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His people at Harbour Iſland attend the 
Church very regularly, and behave decently. 
He had 30 Communicants on Trinity Sunday, 


but many not able, and ſome not very willing, 


to buy a bible or a prayer-book, and others 
not very able to read them, from want of a 


proper School-maſter ; all which evils he hopes 
will. be removed in time. The Society MAE 


ordered a ſupply of books. 


The biin tier of inhabitants in his Miſſion 
is as follows: In all the ſettlements on Eleu- 
thera, 584 white, 299 black. ſlaves, and 28 


free. On Harbour Ifland, 472 white, 197 


black flayes, and 15 free. In the laſt year he 
baptiſed 53 white children, and 3 black; 


buried 5, and married 22: couple. He adds, 


that his health was never better, and he had 
been able to do duty every day fince his 
arrival. 


It would have afforded the Society great 
ſatisfaction if the ſame agreeable account could 
have been received of the health of their other 


valuable Miſſionary in thoſe iſlands, Mr. Twy- 
ning; but he, having found the climate to have 


a very contrary effect upon his conſtitution, has 


been- obliged to relinquiſh his charge, and is. 


lately come back to England : and, having ob- 


tained the Society s leave, he is preparing to go

In the laſt year's Abſtract it was mentioned, 


that Mr. James Frazer was gone attendant upon 
the Negroes to Sierra Leona, with an allow- 
ance of 50 guineas from the Society. 


That experiment has turned out very con- 
trary to the expectations of thoſe who were 
induced from the beſt motives to plan and 
encourage it. Mr. Frazer's health has been fo 
much injured by the undertaking that he was 
conſtrained to return home; and though many 
months have elapſed ſince, he has not yet 
found the bleſſing of a perfect reſtoration. 


While he was there he wrote two letters to the 
Society, of the reſpective dates of July 24 and 
September 15, 1787: In the former he ex- 


preſſes his concern, that there was no likeli- 
hood of a permanent ſettlement, from a variet 

of cauſes, ſome of them unavoidable, and others 
unfortunate. They had the misfortune to ar- 


rive juſt at the commencement of the rainy 


ſeaſon, ſo that the blacks could neither build 
comfortable huts for their ſecurity, nor raiſe 
grain to ſupply proviſions when their allow- 
ance from government ſhould be exhauſted.

greatly to their misfortunes. This proved fatal to 


Mr. Irwin, their conductor, the ſchool-maſter, 
and 20 other white people, and 30 blacks; 
beſides, that 140 died in the voyage: and of 
the 330 perſons then remaining there were no 
leſs than 150 on the ſick liſt, This had fo 
prejudiced the blacks, that many of them then 


propoſed to work their paſſage tothe Welt Indies 
after their proviſion ſhould be expended, which 


would not laſt more than five or ſix weeks. In 


the ſecond letter he ſaid that the condition of 
things. was very little altered ; their number 
was diminiſhed ; the whites were {till ſickly, 


and the blacks, though healthier, were ſtill 


far from being reconciled to the place, or at- 
tentive to the cultivation of their lots of 


land; that, they had ſown little or no ſeed, 
had built few comfortable houſes for them- 


ſelves, nor any houſe for Mr. Frazer, or for 
public worſhip, and that they were very little 


diſpoſed to remain in the Settlement. Soonafter 


this, he came home in a very ill ſtate of health.
